Wherefore the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, in his moſt 
bleſſed life, was neither prompted to actions of holineſs, nor 
managed in them, by the purity of bumane nature, or thoſe 
you call firſt principles of morals , or as he was ſimply a rea- 
ſonable Creature; but being the natural Son of God, truly;

and eſſentially, eternal as the Father; by the eternal Spirit, 


his God-head, was his man-hood governed, and acted, and 
ſpirited to do and ſuffer. He through the eternal ſpir it offered 
himſelf without ſpot to Cad; which offering re ſpects not onely 
his act of dying, but alſo that by which he was capacitated to 
dye without ſpot in his ſigbt; which was the infinite Dignity, 
and Sinleſsneſs of bis perſon; and the perfect juſtice of his 
Actions. Now this perſon, thus acting, is approved of, or 
juſtified by the Law to be good: for it the righteouſneſs of 
the: Law be good, which Lawis but a creature, the tighteouſ- 
neſs of the Lord, the God of this Law, mult needs be much 
more good; wherefore bere is the Law, and its perfection 
ſwallowed up, even as the light of a Candle, or Star is ſwal- 
lowed up by the light of the Sun. Thus then is the believer 
made, not the righteouſneſs of the Law, but the righteouſneſs 
of God in Chriſt ʒ̃ becauſe Chriſt Jeſus who is the righteouſ.

Holineſs: Theſe things, both Corrupted Nature, and the Devil, 
ha ve of a long time faſtned, and fixed in their minds. 
His Miracles therefore tend rather to take Men off of the 
> Purſuit after the Righteouſneſs or Holineſs that we had loſt, and 
to Confirm unto us the truth of a far more Excellent,and Bleſſed 
thing; to wit, the Righteouſneſs of God, of Chriſt, of Faith, cf 
the Spirit , which , that you ſpeak of never knew : neither is ir 
poſlible that he ſhould know it , who is hunting for your ſound 
Complexion, your Purity of Humane Nature, or it's Dictates, as 
the onely True, Real, and Subſtantial Righreouſneſs. They are 
Ignorant of God's Righteouſneſs , that go about to Eſtabliſh their own 
Righteouſneſs, and neither have, nor can, without a Miracle, 
7 themſelves unto the Righteouſneſs of God. They cannot 
ſubmic THEMSELVES thereto, talk thereof they may, notion 
it they may, profeſs it too they may; but for a man to ſubmit 
himſelf thereto, is by the mighty power of God. 
Miracles and Signs are for them that þelieve not: Why for 1 Cor. 14. 
them? That they might believe, therefore their State is reckoned?* 
fearful, that᷑ have not get believed for all his wondrous Works. h 2 
Aud thengh be did ſo many Miracles among them, yet they believed zy. 38. 95 
him not: But what ſhould they believe? That Jeſus is the true o. 
Aeſſi ar, the Chriſt that ſhould come into the World. Do you [ay 
that I Blaſpheme ( ſaith Chriſt ) becauſe I faid I am the Son of 
God; if I do not the Works of my Father believe me not; but if I ds, 
though you believe not me, believe the Works, th:t ye may know , and © 
believe, that the Father is in me, and I in him, John 10.

Moſes. The torgiveneſs of Sins: But what is meant by forgiveneſs?

that they accept of him by believing : (a thing little ſet by, by our 

Author) for in Pag. 299. he preferceth his doing Righteouſneſs 

far before it, and above ALL thingselſe;his words are Verbatim 
thus, Let us exerciſe our ſelves unto Real and Subſtantial Godlineſs, 

(ſach as he hath Deſcribed in the firſt part of his Book: viz. That 

which is the Dictatcs of his Humane Nature, &c.) and in keeping 

our Conſciences void of Offence, both towards God, and towards Alen; 

and in ſtudying the Goſpel to enable ms , nat to Diſcourſe, or onely to 
BELIEFYE, bu alſo and above A LL things to DO WELL. 
Bur Believing, though not wich this man, yet by Chriſt and his 
; wondrous Miracles, is expected firſt , and above A I, L things, 
from men; and to do well, in the beſt Sence (though his Sence 
is the worſt, ) is that which by the Goſpel & to come after. 

Secondly , Go into all the World , and Preach the Goſpel unto 
every Creature; He that Believeth and is Baptized ſhall be ſaved; 
and he that Believeth not ſhall be Damned. And theſe ſigns ſhall 
follow them that Believe: In my Name ſhall they caſt ont Devils, 
they ſhall ſpeak, with New Tongues, they ſhall take up Serpents, and 
if they drink, any deadly thing it ſhall not hurt them, &c. Mark. 16. 
16, 17, 18. 

Mark you here, it is Believing, Believing ; It is, I ſay, Believing 
that is here required by Chrift. Believing what? The Goſpel ; 
even good j ings to Sinners by Jeſus Chriſt ; good Tydings of 
Good. glad-Tydings of good things. Mark how the Apoſtle bath 
it: the glad Tydings is, that through Jeſus is Preached the forgive- 
neſs of Sins; and by him all that BELIEVE are Juſtificd from 
AL L things, from which thy could not be 7uſtified by the Law of 
Moſes. Acts 13. 33----39. 

Theſe Signs. ſhall follow them that Believe: Mark, Signs or tp 
and Signs after; and all to Exite to, and Confirm the weight of 
Believing. And they went forth and Preached every where ; the Lord 
working with them, and Confirming the Word with Signs following, 
Amen.

God alſo bearing them Witneſs with Signs and Wonders, and with di- 
vert Miracles, and Gifts of the Holy Ghoſt, according to his own will, 
Hed... t, 2,3, 4- 

Here we 4. Excited to the Faith of the Lord Jeſus,under theſe 
Words (/o great Salvation.) As if he had ſaid, Give earneſt heed, 
the moſt earneſt heed, to the Doctrine of the Lord Jeſus , becauſe 
it is & O great Salvation. What this Salvation 5, he tells us, it is 
that which was Preached by the Lord himſelf; That God ſo 
loved the World, that he gave his onely Begotten Son, that whoſoever 
Believed in him ſhould not Periſh, but have Everlaſting Life, John 3. 
God SO Loved, that he gave his Son to be S O great Salvation, 
Now as is expreſſed in the Text, to be the better for this Sal- 
vation, is, to give heed to hear it; for Faith cometh by hearing. 

He ſaith not, give heed to doing, but to the Mord you have 
HEARD; Faith (I ſay) cometh by Hearing, and Hearing by 
the Word of God, Rom. 10. But that this hearing is the hearing of 
Faith, 1s farther Evident : 

r. Becauſe he ſpeaketh of a great Salvation, accompliſhed by 
the Love of God in Chriſt, accompliſhed by his Bloods By his own 
Blood he entred into Heaven it ſelf, having Obtained Eternal Re- 
demption for us, Heb. 9. : 

2. This Salvation is ſet. in Oppoſition to that which was Pro- 
pounded before, by the Miniſtration of Angels, which Conſiſted 

in a Law of Works; that which Moſes received to give to the 
Children of 1fael. For the Law (a command to Works and Dy- 
ties) was given by Adoſes; but Grace and Truth came by Jeſus Chriſt. 


To live by doing Works is the Doctrine of the Law, and Moſes : . 
but to live by Faith, and Grace, is the Doctrine of Chriſt, and the 


Goſpel. 
Belides, the threatning being preſſed with an HO 1 ſhall we 


eſcape? Reſpects {till a Better, a Freer, a more Gracious Way of Life, 


then either the Mirral, or Ceremoxial Law; for both theſe were 


long before; but here comes in another Way, not that Propounded . 


by. Moſes, or the Angels, but fince by the Lord himſelf. How ſhall 
reat Salvation? which at Firſt began to le 
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by Faith in Feſus Chriſt. 

Now Mark, It is this Salvation, this S O great, and Eternal 
Salvation; that was obtained by the Blood of the Lord himſelf: 
It was this, even to Confirm Faith in this, that the God of Hea- 
ven himſelf came down, to Confirm by Signs and Wonders; God 
bearing them Witneſs, bath with Signs and Wonders, and with diver- 
Miracles, and Gifts of the Holy Ghoſt, according to his own Will. 

Thus we ſee, chat to eſtabliſu a Holineſs that eame from the 
Firſt, Principles of Morrals in us, or that ariſeth from the 
Dictates of our Humane Nature, or to drive us back to that 
Figurative Holineſs that we had once „ but /oft in Adam, is little 
thought on by Jeſus Chr iſt, and as little intended by any of the 
Goſpel Miracles. 

A Word or two more. The Tribute Money yon mention, 
Pag. 72. was not as you would clawingly Iaſinuate for no other 
Purpoſe, then to ſnew Chriſts Loyalty to the Magiſtrate: But 
Firft, and above all, to ſhew his Godhead, to Confirm his Goſpel, 
and then to ſhew his Loyalty, the which Sir, the Perſons you 
ſecretly ſmite at, have reſpect for, as much as you. 

Again, Alſo the Curſe of the Barren Fig- Tree, mentioned, 
Pag. 73. was not (if the Lord himſelf may be believed) to give 
us an Emblem of a Perſon void of good Works; but to ſhew his 
Diſciples the Power of Faith, and what a wonder-working thing 
that bleſſed Grace is. Wherefore when the Diſciples wondred at 
that ſudden Blaſt, that was upon the Tree , Jeſus anſwered nor, 
Behold an Emblem of one void of Morral Vertues; but, Verity, 
T ſay unto you, if you have Faith, and doubt not, ye ſpall not onely do 
this which is done to the Fig-Tree , but alſo if you ſhall ſay unto this 
Mount ain, he thou removed, and be thou caſt into the Sea, it ſhall be done; 
and all things whatſcever ye (ſpall ask, in Prayer , Believing z jt ſhall 
Receive. Again, Mark ſaith, When Peter ſaw the Fig-tree, 
that the Lord had Curſed , dryed up from the Roots, he ſaid to bu + 
Aafter, Behold the Fig-tree which thou Carſed'ſt is withered, away. 
Chriſt now doth not ſay as you, this Tree was an Emblem of a 
Profeſſor void of good Works; but, Have Faith in, er the Faith of 
Goa; For, verily I ſay. unto. you, whoſoever ſpall [ay unto this Moun- 
tain, Be thon removed, and be thou caff into the Sea, and ſhall not dont 
in his Heart, but ſhall believe that theſe things which he ſaith ſeal 
come to paſs, he ſhall have whatſcever he ſaith : Therefere I ſay unto 

you, what things ſoever you deſire when you pray, believe that you re- 
ceive them , and you ſpall have them. (Mat. 21. Mark 11.) Chriſt 
e Jeſus 
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Jeſus therefore had a higher, and a better end, then that which 
you propound, im his curling the Barren Fig- tree, even to ſhew, 
as himſelf Expounds it, the mighty power of Faith; and how it 
lays hold of things in Heaven, and tumbleth before it things on 
Earth. Wherefore your Scriptureleſs Expoſition , doth but lay 
you even Solomen's Proverb,The Legs of the Lame ae not equal, & c. 

I might Inlarge; but enough ot this; Onely hexe I add, that 
the Wonders and Miracles, that attend the Goſpel, were wrought, 
and are Recorded, to perſwade to. Faith in Chriſt. By Faith 
in Chriſt, men are Juſtified from the Curſe , and Judgement of 
the Law. This Faith worketh by Love, by the Love of God 


- Ezek. 16. it brings up the Heart to God, and Goodneſs; but not by your 


Covenant, not by Principles of Humane Nature, but of the Spirit 
of God; not ina Poor, Legal, Old Covenant, Promiſeleſs, Igno- 
rant, Shadowiſh, Natural Holineſs, but by the Holy Ghoſt. 

I come now to your Seventh Chapter; but to that I have 
ſpoken briefly already, and therefore here ſhall be the ſhorter.

So he dyed for all, that they that 
live, ſhould not henceforth live unto themſelves ( as you would 
have them) nor to the Law or Dictates of their own Nature, as.

carrieth in it the pre expreſſion of Love, that we are Ca- 
pable of Hearing, or Believing; and there is nothing that worketh 


on us fo Powertully as Love. And herein is Love! not that we Loved, Joha 4 
God, but that he Loved us, and gave his:Son to he the Propitiation for 10. 
our Sins. He then that by Faith can ſce that the Body of his Sin did 


hang upen the Crofs, b the Body of Chriſt , and that can ſee by 
that action, Death and Sin, the Devil and Hell,deftroyed for him; 
tis he that will ſay, Bleſi the Lord, O my Soul, and all that is within 
me Bleſs bis Holy Name, & c.
